2. A source of unknown reliability r ported that Subject, an 
elao trie al eihgineer, oecaped froin’ tlie CI5!t in' 19i*5 and Is presently 
residing in Detroit, Michigan, USA (address not given)* Subject’s 
wife, Emilio 'iOLEJKOFA, lives at Pra;jue->Zis!tov, Stalinova 131, CSB. 
Subject corresponds with his wife in the C3R, using the cover name 
and address of Mrs. Helene CACZKQvSKA, International Institute, 

111 East Kirby, Detroit, Michigan. 

3. Source further reported that Hr. and Mrs. HOLEJKO have a 

son named Longln HOLEJKQ, born about 1936, who has been; source. 1 s 
friend since childhood. The sbh'cvnfided to source that Subject had 
been a member of- the Communist Party in Czechoslovakia chid an;', active 
member of the underground organization "Boj” (Fight). In about 19h2, 
five members of ’’Boj" were called to Moscow for instructions including 
Subject, who declined to go. Later, date unknown, it was discovered 
that the other four (names unknown) members of "DoJ n were executed in 
Moscow. Source believes that the primary raason why Subject escaped 
from the CSR and fled to the Vfest was to escape apprehension by the 
Russians. Source also believes that the KOLSJKO family now is anti- 
communist. ;
